Also he said "I personally know 


of married veterans that have tried 
to get housing but had to rent 
rooms off the campus at prices 
they are not able to pay." 


"This 
policy 
is 
discouraging 


young married veterans from at- 
tending Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity, Kerr wrote. 


He said he also has been told 


that ''the person in charge of the 
housing lives in one of the apart- 
ments and rents his property in 
Carbondalc " 


Another complaint, Kerr said, 


was that the university does not 
provide police protection for the 
veterans housing area.

Mr. Dulles, and don't like Mr. Dul- 
les. 


Americans, watching the Greek 


scene, put it another way—name- 
ly, that every time the United 
States has piled up good will with 
Greece, Mr. Dulles knocks it over 
with a single statement. 


Two years ago this month Sec- 


retary Dulles did this by sending 
identic notes to Greece and Tur- 
key after the Turks had broken 
open Greek stores in Turkey, ruin- 
ed several million dollars worth of 
produce, desecreted Greek church- 
es, scalped a Greek priest and 
strewn the bones of Greek graves 
over the landscape. Completely 
failing 
to differentiate 
between 


the aggressor and the aggrieved, 
Mr. Dulles sent equal notes of ad- 
monition to both Greece and Tur- 
key. He had much better said ab- 
solutely nothing. 


The result was a storm of Greek 


indignation plus the stoning of the 
American consulate in Salonika. 
ANOTHER FAUX PAS 


This September, almost on the 


anniversary of Mr. Dulles' former 
booboo, someone in his State De- 
partment dropped another off-the- 
cuff remark that left the sensitive 
Greek people seething. 


It was stated at the State 
De- 


partment that neither 
President 


Eisenhower nor Secretary Dulles 
v,ould receive the famed Cypriot 
p a t r i o t , Archbishop Makarios, 
when he carne to the United Stat- 
es. 


C\prus is a Mediterranean isl- 


and which may not mean much to 
the average American, 
but 
in 


Greece this was like yelling "down 
with the Pope" on the 5teps of 
Cardinal Spellman's archdiocese 
in Fifth Avenue 
Archbishop Ma- 


karios hadn't asked to see Dulles 
or Eisenhower, had not i et loft 
for the U S A , mii*ht not 
even 


have gone to Washington 
Yet 


the State Department handed him 
a gratuitous slap in-advance any- 
\\ ay. 


On top of this, and only a few 


da>s later, the Voice of America 
congraulated the Turks on their 
Victory 
Day 
celebration of 
the 


1922 war with Greece. 
True, the 


Voice of America has always done 
this, just as the American am- 
bassador in Greece attends the 
annhersary of the battle when the 
Greeks pushed the Turks out of 
Athens. 


But coming right after the Ma- 


karios snub 
the combined boo- 


boos offset several hundred mil 
lion dollars worth of foreign aid 
poured into Greece. 
A kind word, 


especially in Greece, will some- 
times work more miracles than 
dollar^ an\way. 
In this case the 


unkind word undid the work of dol- 
lars.

How to Use Your New Dial Telephone: Interesting Facts 


This is how to use your new dial telephone 
First 


listen for dial tone—a steady humming sound. 


When you hear the dial tone, dial your number, 


omitting the letters on local calls. On dialing all num- 
bers pull the dial around until your finger strikes the 
"finger stop." Release the dial and let it return with- 
out interference. 


After you have finished dialing you should hear the 


ringing sound—a burring sound.
